THE COUNTRY IN AN UPROAR. 

Paxava, February 6.—The country is in a com- 
plete uproar. Communication with the interior is 
entifely cut off, and regarding the condition of 
affaira in Bogota, during the past month, litrle is 
known No word has been received from there 
since January 5. Official bulletins claim the Gov- 
ernment forces are triumphant everywhere, and the 
popularity of Dr. Nunez continues undiminished. 
These reports, however, are not confirmed. Que of 
the bul'etins published most recently reads as fol- 
lows: “The rebels are in force at Gambita. Our 
forces were to bave attacked the rebels on the 5th, 
but received orders from the Government not to 
make an attack until they had been reinforced by 
8.000 men who were on the march from Bogota. 
The Commander-in-Chief is Campo Serrano. Forty- 
five rebels at Valez were attacked and dispersed. 
Rogiero Lopez was defeated af Cucuta with heavy 
loss. In Ocana the rebels were triumphant and 
seized the town, but were suhsequently defeated by 
Colonel Antonio Carreno. Several skirmishes have 
taken place with General Hernandez’ outposts at 
Gambita. Later advices state that Hernanaez has 
abandoned his camp and gone to Gargoa Six 
thousand men are in pursuit.. On the 5th the Gov- 
ernment forces attacked Cuouta, and afer five 
hours’ fighting cuptured that town. Many were 
xilied on both sides.”
